Thankfully, states have recognized the 
important of critical infrastructure and are moving to protect it. Illinois 
H.B.1633, Indiana S.B.0471, Mississippi S.B. 293 and H.B. 1336, 
Wyoming H.B.0010 are all policies similar to ALEC’s Critical 
Infrastructure Protection Act model policy.
